Adhesive E g g s of Fishes. 
Among the fishes which produce ad­ 
hesive eg g s are the little black head 
minnow (Pim ephales promelas) and the 
g oldfish. The male blackhead deposits 
the fecundated eg g s sing ly upon the 
under side of leaves of w ater plants 
and w atches them unceasing ly until 
hatched. Tho eg g s of the g oldfish are 
deposited sing ly upon the weeds and 
mosses in a sim ilar m anner by the 
male fish. The eg g s of the y ellow perch 
are held tog ether in narrow strips or 
ribbons of 
a g lutinous character. Ad­ 
hesive eg g s of other species, as the 
black bass, sunfish, catfisbes, etc., are 
deposited in masses in shallow nests or 
depressions on the bottom, and still 
other species deposit their spaw n in 
variously shaped adhesive m asses upon 
w ater plants, roots and subm erg ed ob­ 
jects. 


M ethods of Feeding Fowl». 
Fow ls should have em pty crops in 
the m orning and the 
crops 
sho uld 
never be q uite full until it iB tim e 
to 
g o to roost a t nig ht. 
F or the first 
feed, g rain scattered in the litter early 
in the m orning is preferred, the sooner 
the better after the birds leave the 
roosts. This induces them to ex ercise, 
which is especially im portant on cold 
w inter m orning s. 
In the middle o f the 
clay a warm, m oistened m ash should 
be g iven, about w hat they will 
eat 
within 15 to 20 m inutes, and 
at nig ht, 
about an hour before they 
go to rooet, 
a liberal feed of g rain should 
be scat­ 
tered in the litter.
